One  morning  last  week,  as  I  was  looking  through  the  new  contracts  for  college  an- 
nuals in  my  office  of  the  New  York  Publishing  Company,  I  was  astounded  to  see  a  contract 
for  $3,000.00  with  "The  Circle"  of  Mitchell  College.

Our 
class  did  behave;  didn't  we? 

I  wish  I  could  hear  Verda  and  see  Mary.  I  did  see  Jeanne  not  long  ago  when  she 
visited  Kathleen  Hamrick  here  in  Statesville.  I  guess  you  know  that  Kat  married  one  of 
the  co-eds  who  was  a  freshman  the  year  we  graduated.  They  are  very  happy,  but  so  poor 
that,  in  order  to  meet  the  bills,  Kat  is  running  a  tea-room  in  the  building  where  the  Goody 
Shop  used  to  be.  Gladys  Bogle  works  with  Kat  as  chief  cook  and  bottle  washer.  Her 
hash  is  famous  all  over  the  state. 

Kathleen  Wagoner  has  a  shop  for  women  on  Broad  Street,  a  very  exclusive  one.  You 
remember  what  original  ideas  Jimmie  had  at  Mitchell.  Well,  her  ideas  are  making  a  great 
success  of  the  "Wagoner  for  Women."  Eight  next  to  her  shop  is  one  owned  by  Mildred 
called  the  "Wagoner  for  Men";  it  is  needless  to  say  that  this  is  a  success,  because  Millie 
is  as  pretty  as  ever. 

William  Holcomb  spent  last  wTeek  in  Statesville,  after  finishing  a  lecture  tour  in  the 
South.  His  essays  on  literature,  considered  the  best  of  the  year,  are  being  presented  as 
the  English  prize  at  graduation. 

Parker  Bennett  is  going  to  give  a  concert  here  this  spring;  you  know  that  he  is  such 
a  famous  pianist  that  the  only  way  we  were  able  to  have  him  come  is  that  we  played  on  the 
Alma  Mater  sentiment  until  he  felt  he  had  to.

Morrison  and  Jim  Gray. 

Much  interest  has,  also,  been  shown  in  tennis  and  baseball.  The  climax  of  the 
athletic  year  is  Field  Day,  which  takes  place  in  May.  On  this  day  a  large  number  of 
students  take  part  in  javelin  throwing,  running,  jumping,  shot  put,  and  the  tennis  tourna- 
ment.

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SENIOR    SNAPSHOTS 
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Is  there  anyone  in  the  world  with  more  knowledge  than  the  high  school  graduate, 
who,  armed  with  a  diploma  and  a  "  come-what-may "  smile,  enters  the  doors  of  her 
chosen  college  to  begin  a  new  and  eventful  life.  I  doubt  whether  many  graduates  have 
been  more  egotistical  than  the  present  Senior  class  of  Mitchell  College;  but  we  graciously 
admit  that  it  did  not  take  many  hours  to  show  us  what  small  and  insignificant  Freshmen 
we  were;  nor  did  it  take  the  faculty  long  to  reveal  to  us  how  very  little  we  knew. 

The  formal  opening  of  the  seventy-eighth  session  of  Mitchell  College  was  the 
Founders'  Day  Program  on  the  fifteenth  of  September  of  that  glorious  fall  of  1933.  As  we 
listened  to  the  inspiring  address  of  Dr.  Schaeffer,  P'resident  of  Lenoir-Rhyne  College,  we 
began  to  realize  our  new  dignity  and  responsibility  as  college  students. 

During  a  hazardous  Fresh  Week,  the  Seniors  found  that  they  had  a  far  from  sub- 
missive group  to  deal  with.  During  Rush  Week  we  were  entertained  elaborately  by  the 
Grace  Ramsay  and  the  Raynal  Societies,  each  doing  its  best  to  secure  the  largest  number 
of  new  members. 

On  the  sixth  of  October  the  A  Cappella  choir  was  organized  under  the  direction  of 
Mr.  E.  B.  Stimson.  Throughout  the  year  the  choir  was  an  unusual  success,  giving  con- 
certs of  sacred  music  in  the  leading  churches  in  adjacent  cities. 

The  first  quarter  dragged  by  with  few  other  happenings  to  break  the  monotony 
until  the  Hallowe  'en  Carnival,  sponsored  by  the  two  societies.  Genuine  class  spirit  was 
shown  in  the  raee  between  the  two  classes  in  the  election  of  the  queen.  Here  we  Juniors 
had  our  first  great  victory,  for  Verda  Stewart,  our  handsome  and  ponular  nominee,  was 
chosen  queen  of  the  carnival. 

In  February  our  interest  was  drawn  to  the  George  Washington  dinner,  sponsored 
by  the  Senior  Class;  in  April  the  Senior  play,  "The  Patsy,"  received  our  full  co-operation. 
But  the  crowning  event  of  the  year  was  the  Junior-Senior  Prom  under  the  able  leadership 
of  Kathryn  Keiger.  This  delightful  affair  was  held  on  the  softly  lighted  campus,  where 
sweet  strains  of  music  intermingled  with  the  merry  laughter  of  the  students  and  their 
guests. 

When  the  commencement  exercises  brought  to  a  close  our  Junior  year,  we  left 
Mitchell  with  pleasant  memories  of  our  first  year  in  college  and  with  eager  anticipation 
of  our  Senior  year.  We  had  reason  to  be  proud  of  the  records  made  by  the  more  brilliant 
members  of  our  class.  The  crowning  honor  of  the  year  was  the  selection  of  the  marshals  on 
the  basis  of  scholastic  standing  and  extra-curricula  activities.  Helen  West  was  chief 
marshal,  and  her  assistants  were  Gladys  Bogle,  Mattilee  Hughey,  Marguerite  Barrier,  Mary 
Wilson  Ross,  Mary  Belle  Fink,  and  Martha  Plott. 

On  the  eleventh  of  September  we  were  back  again  with  a  new  enthusiasm  for  work 
and  play  after  our  much  needed  vacation.  So  many  of  our  members  had  deserted  us  that 
only  twenty-eight  returned  to  carry  out  our  plans  and  ideals  for  the  college  year.  But  we 
have  been  fortunate  in  having  the  co-operation  of  a  larger  student  body,  made  possible  by 
an  increased  commercial  department  as  well  as  a  large  Junior  class.  To  others  the  record 
of  the  first  semester  may  read  like  a  record  of  any  first  semester,  but  to  us  every  event  was 
significant   because   we   were   leaders.     Largely   upon   us   depended   the    success    of   the    two 
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receptions  in  September,  one  given  by  the  Student  Christian  Association,  the  other  by  the 
faculty  on  Founders '  Day.  We  introduced  the  new  students  to  faculty  and  fellow  students 
and  helped  them  to  adjust  themselves  to  college  life.  We  guided  them  through  the  stormy 
seas  of  Fresh  Week.  We  entered  into  the  keen  competition  of  Rush  Week,  when  the  Ray- 
nal  and  the  Grace  Ramsay  Societies  vied  with  each  other  in  attracting  to  themselves 
enthusiastic  new  members.  Then  we  settled  down  to  the  routine  of  hard  study,  broken 
occassionally  by  some  club  or  student  activity. 

October  was  marked  by  two  special  events.  The  MacDowell  Music  Club  was  organ- 
ized with  Verda  Stewart  as  its  first  president.  The  club  has  done  much  to  unite  the  music 
lovers  of  the  town  and  the  college.  The  Hallowe  'en  Carnival  was  a  double  triumph  for 
our  class:  the  success  of  the  carnival  itself  and  the  selection  for  the  second  time  of  Verda 
Stewart  as  queen  of  the  carnival.  One  of  the  big  hits  of  the  season  was  the  Womanless 
Fashion  Show  which  the  Athletic  Association  sponsored  in  November.  The  unique  event 
was  well  supported  by  the  student  body  and  witnessed  by  a  large  audience.  Those  of  our 
class  taking  part  with  other  co-eds  in  gracefully  modelling  the  latest  fashions  were  Misses 
Laura  Lee  Pressly,  Carolyn  Litaker,  Pauline  Bennett,  and  Erma  Nicholson. 

In  January  the  Rev.  W.  M.  Elliot,  Jr.,  of  Knoxville,  Tennessee,  came  to  us  under  the 
auspices  of  the  Student  Christian  Association,  bringing  messages  which  will  be  a  lasting 
influence  in  our  lives.  Using  the  motto  of  the  Student  Christian  Association  of  the  state, 
"Let  the  beauty  of  Jesus  be  seen  in  me,"  he  realized  his  aim  day  by  day  of  making 
Christ  a  reality  in  every-day  living. 

One  of  the  traditional  projects  of  the  year  is  the  annual  George  Washington  dinner. 
With  Gladys  Bogle  as  general  chairman  and  with  the  full  co-operation  of  the  Junior  class, 
this  year  the  dinner  was  an  unusual  success.  The  proceeds  from  the  dinner  are  used  in 
making  a  senior  class  gift  to  the  college.  Another  annual  event,  the  Raynal  Society  banquet, 
was  held  on  March  the  eighteenth  in  the  college  dining  room,  which  was  elaborately 
decorated  with  the  St.  Patrick  's  Day  motif.  Dr.  C.  E.  Raynal,  the  sponsor  of  the  society, 
and  Mrs.  Raynal  were  the  guests  of  honor. 

This  year  the  commercial  class  took  an  active  part  in  college  activities,  and  sponsored 
a  spring  carnival  on  the  thirteenth  of  April. 

For  their  class  play  the  Seniors  selected  a  translation  of  the  French  play,  "A  Scrap 
of  Paper"  by  Sardou,  which  was  given  under  the  direction  of  Miss  Nooe  and  Miss  Boyce. 
Knowing  how  successfully  Mrs.  Eliason  had  dramatized  two  Indian  legends  of  North 
Carolina  for  former  classes — "The  White  Doe"  in  1931  and  the  "The  Red  Bird"  in  193-1 — 
the  class  was  delighted  when  she  consented  to  dramatize  the  last  of  the  three  legends, 
"The  Whip-poor-will,"  for  the  chief  feature  of  the  class  day  exercises. 

While  this  is  far  from  being  a  complete  record  of  the  activities  of  the  class  of  1935, 
it  will  remind  us  in  later  years  of  the  two  happiest  years  of  our  life — those  spent  on  the 
campus  of  dear  old  Mitchell  College.  May  we  leave  behind  something  that  will  make  other 
classes  realize  that  they,  too,  are  in  their  happiest  years  when  at  Mitchell.  May  they 
learn  to  love  her  as  we  do — as  a  college  of  high  ideals,  high  standards,  and  extremely  rich 
spiritual  influences  on  those  who  live  within  her  sheltering  walls.  With  tears  in  our  eyes 
and  hearts  we  bid  her  "Adieu."
